BUFFA LO, New York— An , 
American citizen who spent 22 years 
in the worst slave labor camps of the 
Soviet empire has exposed a Soviet 
delegate to a left-wing anti-nuclear ; 
conference in the United States as a 
brutal communist death camp ad- 
ministrator. 

Thomas Sgovio of Buffalo was taken 
to The Soviet Union by his parents and 
soon found himself arrested and sen- 
tenced without trial to slave labor 
(SPOTLIGHT, Oct. II, Nov. 22, 1982). 
He has identified Mikhail A. Milshtein, 
a supposedly “retired’ 1 general, as the 
man he believes was a key figure in the 
administration of camps that he was 
confined in during the 1940s. 

It has also been learned by The SPOT- 
LIGHT that Milshtein was, or is, a 
general of the Gladnoyc Razvedyva- 
telnove (GRU), the Chief Intelligence 
Directorate of the Soviet Red army 
General Staff. 

Milshtein was the head of a six-mem- 
ber Soviet delegation that attended a 
“U.S. -USSR Bilateral Exchange Con- 
ference 11 on the issue of a proposed 
nuclear freeze, held from May 24 to 29 
in Minneapolis. 

The SPOTLIGHT, in an effort to fur- 
ther substantiate Sgovio’s exposure of 
the death camp administrator, called a 
contact within the 0J2E bureaucracy. 
After checking with his superior, . he 
stated fhat the CIA was not interested in 
exposing or helping to expose Milshtein 1 
because there: “is not any real benefit to 
be gained. j 

“The net effect would not be that j 
great, 11 he said. 


It seems strange the U.S. government 
practically performs somersaults to 
track down and expose alleged “Nazi 
war criminals 11 supposedly hiding in the 
United States and yet would have no in- 
terest in exposing to the light of day a * 
brutal Soviet death camp administrator 
who was part of a communist system

MILLIONS DIED 

Sgovio was arrested by the NK VD (the 
forerunner of the current Soviet KGB 
/ secret police organizatio n) after he had 

visited the U.S. Embassy in Moscow in 
an effort to return to the United States. 
He is a native-born American citizen. He 
was incarcerated by the NKVD from 
1938 to 1950 and was confined in 
*■ various slave labor camps and prisons 
throughout the USSR, including in the 
L frigid Koly ma_ region ^of _the ex treme 

northeastern section of the Soviet em- 
pire (SPOTLIGHT, Oct, 11* 1982). 

Millions ofvslave laborers have died in 
.the camps since 1932, while being forced 
to mine for golden an*cxtren)ely frigid 
climate, where temperatures dip to an 
incredible 90 degrees below zero. 

Sgovio told The SPOTUCHfahat he 
first recalls meeting the man, who, he is 
certain, is Milshtein, in OLP (camp 
group) Srednikan^ deep within the 
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
